IT wasn't a bird, a plane or even a 
comet that retired RAF traffic con* 
troller Peter Bryan saw over 
Hen^stbury Head at around 7.30 
on Saturday night, March 30. 

“It was a mystery....a UFO," said 43 
year old Peter of Hum Way, Christ¬ 
church, who was out on the Head with 
his brother John, viewing the visiting 
comet. 

They saw the comet, which is 10 million 
miies awav, but the bnght light they first 
spotted over the Purbecks which then swooped 
towards them was just a few hundred feet up. 

The object, which made no sound, sometimes 
hovered, coasted towards them till it circled

the Head's kite-fiyingarea and then hurtled off 
at high speed towards St Cathenne's Hill. 

Peter said: ‘It gave off a bright white light 
which, unlike the lights from a plane or helicop¬ 
ter, was always as bright even when it changed 
direction.* 

Peter phoned Bournemouth Police, who said 
they'd had a report of light off Swanage which 
they put down to a flare. 

Poiti and Coastguards had tworeportsofwhite 
lights seen, one from a woman in Swanage and 
a man in the Purbecks. Hum Airport reported 
nothing on radar. 

Now Peter would like to know of others who 
mav have been buzzed by the UFO.

Jim Stainton and his neigh¬ 
bour Sid Moore saw a string of 
ten UFOs “looking like toad 
tpawn inside pink ribbonr 

It may sound like a joke but 
Jim, 63, and 70 year old Sid are 
noth deadly serious and believe 
what they anw was out of this 
world. 

‘I felt really privileged to see 
'■his,* said former glider pilot Jim. 
'Afterwards 1 was like a dog with 
four tails and couldn’t sleep that 
night." 

The two men were out in Sid's 
back garden at around 8.30 pm on 
.March 27 looking up at Comet 
Hyakutake when they spotted the

pink phenomena some distance 
below it. 

Explained Jim: “Sid saw it first 
and we both trained our bmocu- 
larsonit. Inside the hbbony shape 
were about a dozen silver discs. 
They were in a very wide V forma¬ 
tion and moving twice as fast as a 
satellite. Theystreakedacross the 
sky. We must have watched them 
for five seconds until they disap¬ 
peared." 

He added: They were definite¬ 
ly not planes or balloons. When 
we 68W the discs inside the pink 
we knew we were watching 
UFOs." 

Jim, who reported the sighting 
to Bournemouth police, has a the¬ 
ory about why the discs were in 
the pink. 

He explained: “I've been study¬ 
ing astronomy magazines which 
say that when satellites pass at 


speed through the earth's mag¬ 
netic field lines there's a plasma 
discharge which produces a glow 
as if they've caught fire. This 
might explain the pink we saw." 

Confirmation of the pink plat¬ 
ters came from another comet 
watcher Iris Aubrey who with a 
friend was watching the skies 
above Southboume close to her 
clifitop home. They saw fiveo' six 
‘pink rit^ns' streak by. 

Meanwhile another report 
reached us from a family of two 
adults and twochildren who were 
at Hengistbury Head on April 3. 
watching the eclipse of the moon. 

They saw what they at first 
thought was a bright star travel 
at speed towards them which ^en 
moved up, down and sideways. 

One of the witnesses who want 
to remain anonymous because 
they fear ridicule, said; *lt moved 
in short bursts and then stopped. 
We could see red and blue lights 
on one side of it but it definitely 
wasn’t any sort of plane. We 
watched it for a full hour." 


Total eclipse 
brings home 
the martians 

THE eclipse of the moon 
proved out of this world for 
two Stubbington sky-gazers. 

For as the pair of astronomy 
enthusiasts gathered on the 
village green they spotted 
what they described as a trian¬ 
gular-shaped UFO. 

The unnamed duo from Gos¬ 
port reported the sighting on 
Wednesday night to police at 
Park Gate. 

inspector Russell Bray said: 
“They said they first saw an 
orange star over the Isle of 
Wight which remained static 
. for about ten minutes, 
i “It then moved closer at 
I speed before turning into a tri¬ 
angular-shaped object.” 

The UFO. added the inspec¬ 
tor. was apparently last seen 
beading off in a south easterly 
direction.

AN unidentified flying object 
spotted by people in Furness 
on Good Friday could have 
been a rare type of cloud, a 
Met Office official has sug¬ 
gested. 

Spokesman for the Newcastle 
Weather Centre. Stuart Lawson, 
said a cigar-shaped cloud called 
an Altocumulus Lenticularis is 
rare on the west coast. 

But he said one could have 
formed in weather conditions sim¬ 
ilar to those on Friday. 

Eye-witnesses said the obtect 
travelled at low speed over Kirkby 
Moor and then over the Duddon

towards Haverigg. Eskmeals and 
the Isle of Man. 

Mr Lawson said if this is correct, 
it would have been following pre¬ 
vailing wind-currents. 

He said the wind at 8pm on Good 
Friday was south to south easter¬ 
ly. which meant clouds would 
have been travelling towards the 
setting sun. at about ISmph at low 
levels and 20mph at 2.000ft. 

Mr Lawson said; "Altocumulus 
Lenticularis is a cigar-shaped 
cioud which is more common on 
the eastern side of England 


because the prevailing winds are 
usually in this direction. 

‘It needs certain conditions, like 
increasing wind with height, 
which was what things were like 
on Good Friday. 

"The front of the cloud facing the 
sunset would glow with reflected 
light." 

Several onlookers reported that 
the cigar-shaped UFO had a glow¬ 
ing orange front and was setting 
off a greylsh-biack broken vapour 
trail. 

It was travelling at what would 
be normal air-stalling speed for a 
convenuonal aircraft, and at an 
altitude of 1,500 to 2000 feet.

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UFO researcher set to probe 
mystery Inverness sightings 


A UFO investigator com¬ 
piling a book on strange 
sightings and close en- ' 
counters is probing a spate 
of recent incidents in In¬ 
verness. 

" PettKIifk-based John' 
Jenkins has devoted most 
of bis spare rime over the 
last 18 months to digging 
out relevant material from 
an enormous variety of 
sources. 

A spate of recent 
strange sightings in the In¬ 
verness area has caught 
the attention of Mr Jenk¬ 
ins who is now seeking 
more detailed information 
from credible witnesses. 

And be is also to probe 
the response of the Min¬ 
istry of Defence to sight¬ 
ings, claiming the Govern¬ 
ment body has routinely 
dismissed out of band re¬ 
ports which have been 
filed from across the coun¬ 
try. 

Admitted Mr Jenkins: 


“When I first starting re¬ 
searching this. 1 expmed 
people of a fairly low intel¬ 
lect to come forward. But 
that has simply not been 
the case. People have seen 
real solid objects and there 
are a lot of similarities be¬ 
tween the stories they 
tell." 

Over the past two 
months the Inverness 
Courier has carried re¬ 
ports based on apparent 
sightings in the night sky 
by a number of people. 
These Include: 

• A Black Isle family who 
say they have captured 
video footage of a UFO 
above tbe Beauiy Firtb at 
the beginning of February. 

• An Inverness Journalist 
and his daughter who also 
spotted an unidentified ob¬ 
ject in tbe area a fortnight 
later 

Mr Jenkins, who is a 
piano-tuner and part-time 
music lecturer, said he was 


concerued about tbe 
MoD's complacency over 
the matter. 

"They seem to send peo¬ 
ple who t hink they may 
have bad sightings a fairly 
standard letter wtHOh says 
there is no tbieai to air su¬ 
periority." 

His own interest was 
sparked by a daylight 
sighting of a shining light 
in tbe sky. it shrunk to a 
tiny dot before disappear¬ 
ing and then re-appeanng 
again. Said Mr Jenkins: 
“It's the sort of thing 
which would never cross 
my mind. I assumed it was 
only tbe sort of thing that 
happened in science fic¬ 
tion.” 

He remained sceptical 
until talking to others who 
had similar experiences. 
And his decision to probe 
further came after be in¬ 
terviewed an ex-police offi¬ 
cer from Nottingbam 
whose claims of being ab¬ 


ducted by aliens matched 
to an uncanny degree 
those related by two other 
people. 

Said Mr Jenkins: “The 
people had no knowledge 
of each other's experiences 
and the cases weren't re¬ 
ported. But the similarity 
down to very specific de¬ 
tails was remarkable. 
There is a definite phe¬ 
nomena ongoing. But un¬ 
less something crash lands 
in Princes Gardens in tbe 
middle of tbe Edinburgh 
Festival, no one will take 
much notice." 

He admitted: “You tend 
to think in tbe beginning 
chat it's a load of non¬ 
sense. But increasingly 
I'm finding that people are 
not now so sceptical." 

He said he would be in¬ 
terested in bearing from 
local people with strange 
experiences to report.
